time the defendants are expected to appear 
and show cause why a receiver should not 
be appointed. 

THE “GINERAL’S”’ CONFIRMATION UNCER- 
TAIN, 
[Sacramento Correspondence of the Herald.] 

Within the past few days a strong oppo- 
sition to the confirmation of Col. H. H. 
Boyce’s appointment has shown itself. I 
judge, trom interviews with several of Col. 
Boyce’s strongest enemies, that the fight 
against him 1s to be conducted quietly until 
within a day or two of the day when the 
matter will come up for consideration in the 
Senate. A prominent Los Angeles Demo- 
crat said to me the other night, in reply toa 

uestion as to the nature of his business in 

acramento: “I’m here to down Boyce; 
and, don’t you forget it, ’ildown him. 1 
say this to you confidentially, and do not 
want my name mentioned at this time. In 
due season 1 will show my hand in the 
matter, and will be prepared to ad- 
vance reasons why this appointment should 
not be confirmed.“ An influential Senator 
said tome regarding Col. Boyce’s appoint- 
ment today: “I don’t want to be quoted 
as Saying so. but 1 do not think Boyce can 
be eonfirmed.”’ 

Of course no attention whatever would 
have been given to these expressions had 
they not come from men of the highest influ- 
ence. When they are considered in con- 
nection with a discovery I made on Monda 
it looks as though the opposition to Col. 
Boyce will beastrongone. On the day 
mentioned a personal friend . . . tele- 
graphed him the information that the fight 
against him was on, and suggested that he, 
Boyce, come at once to Sacramento and de- 
fend his interests. 

“Gineral”’ Smoothy has too much busi- 
ness on hand in the Boneyard just now to 
look after his one-dollar character in Sacra- 
mento. 

Tomorrow a petition asking the Legisla- 
ture to refuse to ratify Mr. Waterman’s

Several Important. Matters Consid- 


ered. 

‘Pike Chamber of Commerce held an inter- 
esting session in the Board of Trade rooms 
yesterday. 

J. C. Daly appeared and urged that steps 
be taken to secure a reduction in freight 
rates on raw sugar from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, so that the establishment of 
Spreckels’s beet sugar factory here may be 
rendered possible. After a soniewhat 
lengthy discussion the matter was referred 
to the Committee on Commerce in con- 
junction with the Committee on Legislation. 

A resolution was passed strongly urgin 
the Legislature to vote the appropriation o 
$250,000 for a London exhibit. 

M. L. Wicks then introduced the subject 
of the traveling exhibit proposed by Messrs. 
Day, Mathesand Northup. Through the 
intervention of A. Phillips & Co.. the ex- 
cursionists, the Santa Fé Railroad Compaay 
has allotted two cars to these gentlemen for 
the purpose of a traveling exhibit. The 
movers in the enterprise propose to travel 


through Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, ' 


and the New England States as thoroughly 
as possible during four months. hey 
will take full exhibits of fruits and tarm 
= and also a stereopticon to illus- 

ite California subjects that cannot be 
along. ont Northup 
will accompany the expedition, and possibl 
Mr. Day <4 They desire to secure — 
subseri — from $3000 to $4000, much of 
which has already been secured. 

After a pretty thorough discussion the 
chamber voted $750 towards carrying out 
the enterprise.

A young woman of evident Spanish ex- 
traction, who has given her name in the 
courts as Miss Lucy Brown and Mrs. Lucy 
Marron, entered complaint in Justice Lock- 
wood’s court yesterday against three men 
who live out on Temple street, charging 
them with battery. The trouble grew out 
of an arrangement which Miss or Mrs. 
Lucy made with the men, by which she 
undertook to cultivate a piece of land of

After she had commenced the 
work and started her hired man to plowing, 
the owners wanted to break up the ar- 
rangement, and they drove her and her 
man away by force, as she tells the story. 
lt is for the battery thus perpetrated that 
Miss or Mrs. Lucy wants the men arraigned. 

She also has a score to sette with a Miss 
Laughlin, whom she has h arrested for 
battery, and against whom she is proceed- 
ing in a civil action to recover $100 for a 
torn dress. Miss Laughlin counters against 
Miss Brown, or Mrs. Marron, with a com- 
plaint for battery, alleging that the defend- 
ant struck her with a Whip. 

Miss Lucy is a whooper-up when she once 
gets started, and a whole community of 
such girls would make it lively for the 
courts and the newspapers.

POLITICAL TALk. 


A FORECAST OF THE COMING 
CITY ELECTION. 


Some ofthe Men Who Are Already 
Talked of and Whose Friends Are 
Working for Them-Gen. Maus- 
ficld Called Out for the Mayoralty. 


Since the passage of the new charter by 
the Legislature at Sacramento the ward 
politicians of this city have been busily en- 
gaged in putting up slates for the munici- 
pal election, which will take place in about 
five weeks. 

The Governor has not yet signed the 
charter, but he will probably do so before 
Monday, so that the Council may issue a 
call for an election, as the new charter calls 
for an election within 30 days after its 
passage in the Legislature. 

The whole order of things will be 
changed, and all of the officers who were 
elected last month will have to give up their 
seats to make room for new men, unless 
they are fortunate enough to de renominated 
and elected. The Democrats are already 
casting about to see how the wind blows, 
and it is said by the knowing ones that the 
present Democratic incumbents will make a 
second race next month. 

Mayor Bryson and his friends are hard at 
work, and it is almost certain that he will 
lead the first Democratic campaign under 
the new order of things. The Mayor does not 
have much faith in the ability of his own 
party to réelect him, but he is firmly con- 
vinced that there are a large number of 
publicans who will stand by him as they 
did before. His faith may be a little too 
strong. His friends are giving out that he 
is the best man in the city to put the new 
charter on its feet, but the leading Repub- 
licans are not willing to look at it in that 
light. One of the most level-headed mem- 
bers of the Republican party said to a 
TIMES reporter yesterday: 

„My first choice for Mayor would be one of 
the members of the Board of Freeholders, 
who assisted in drawing up the charter. and if 
he bea sound man he will give us a good 
administration. My first choice would be 
Gen. John Mansfield. Gen. Mansfield is 
not only a lawyer and thorough business 
man, but he has lived in this city a number 
of years and is thoroughly acquainted with 
her needs, and he has a plenty of backbone, 
so that there would be no danger about the 
proper carrying out of ail measures that 
might come before him. It is a well-known 
fact that he is a thorough executive officer, 
for he made one of the best presiding offi- 
cers the State Senate ever had. He was a 
very active worker on the new charter, and 
I should like to see him elected Mayor by 
the Republicans, 

“Next to Gen. Mansfield 1 would be well 
pleased with either Maj. Bonebrake, Capt. 
Frankenfield, Judge Fitzgerald, Maj. Jones 
or Henry T. Hazard. They are good men, 
and would give the city a good service, 
The Republicans must win this time, 
and to do that they must net make 
any mistakes. They never had a better 
chance if they will ony 2 up the right 
kind of timber, and 1 think they will do 
that for they are all together so far as I can 
see, and there will be no disturbing 
elements to complicate things during the 
coming campaigns.” 

During the past two days Henry Hazard’s 
friends have been moving to secure for him 
the nomination by the Republican conven- 
tion. It is claimed by his friends that he 
could have been elec at the recent elec- 
tion had he been permitted to run against 
Mr. Bryson, and every possible effort will 
de made to capture the convention for him. 

Public sentiment is strongly in favor of a 
Republican Council and of Police 
Commissioners,for the reason thatevery faro 
bank in the city is running at full blast and 
the gamblers are swelling about as if they 
owned the city. This isa state of affairs 
that the public will not tolerate, and the 
people are now confident that they cannot 
get relief unless they have a Republican 
mayor, a Repub! council and a Repub- 
lican of police commissioners. 

R. E. Wirsching will be a candidate for 
the Council in the Ninth Ward under the 
new charter.

* The Testimony in the Murder Trial 


All Presented. 


The Lannigan murder trial was resumed | 


before Judge Cheney yesterday morning, 
when the testimony taken before tke Coro- 
ner’s jury over the inquest of William 
Stack was offered in evidence by counsel 
for the People. A long discussion ensued, 
after which the Court overruled the objec- 
tion of defendant’s lawyer, and the matter 


was filed, after which the court adjourned 
for lunch. 


At the afternoon session Drs. Turner 
and Lasher were put on the stand in re- 
buttal, their testimony being almost alto- 
gether confined to answers to hypothetical 
ee and was mostly of a technical 
nature. The defense argued that Stack 
came to his death from the effect of injuries 
received from having a barrel of cement 
run over him, and the testimony of the doc- 
tors was to offset this evidence. 

On the conclusion of the evidence the 
People rested, and the taking of testimony 
for the defense commenced. Only four 
ea agg were examined, and those very 

riefly. 

A prisoner named Williams, now — 
outa sentence in the County Jail, testifie 
that he had examined Lannigan closely 
when he came into the and found two 
black spots on the side of his nose near his 
eyes. 

Mrs. Glenn also explained her evidence, | 
after which Charley nson and William 
Holland also testified that tney had exam- 
ined Lannigan’s eyes. Both of these wit- 
nesses were inmates of the County Jail, 
anddid not see Lannigan until he was 
brought into the jail.

o’clock, when argument will commence. 

During the afternoon there were several 
very lively little tilts between Judge Cheney 
and Assistant District Attorney Hardesty. 
In one instance, the Judge severely repri- 
manded Mr. Hardesty for attempting, as he 
said, to lecture the Court, and sta é law. 
atter he had ruled on a point, intimating 
that the attorney was not showing the 
Court proper respect, or that he was not 
familiar with the practice of the courts in 
California. At another time, when Mr. 
Hardesty asked whether he could go 
into an investigation of Mrs, Glenn's char- 
acter, Judge Cheney remarked thatan in- 
sinuation was sometimes worse than a 
direct question and answer, and when Mr.

Naturalization. 


The House Judiciary Committee has 
amended the Naturalization Bill by in- 
cluding Anarchists and Pdlygamists 
in the class of people ineligible to citi- 
zenship, and striking out the require- 
ments that the applicant for natural- 
ization must be able to read the Con- 
323 of the United States in Eng- 

Mr. Oates of Alabama is the chair- 
man of the Sub- committee on Natural - 
ization, appointed by the House Ju- 
diciary Committee. He will make his 
own bill the basis of the report which 
he will make to the whole committee. 
That bill has been sharply criticised 
and will be strongly opposed by some 
of the naturalized citizens of the 
United States. Some of its main 
propositions are to dispense with the 
present declaration of intention on the 
part of the immigrant who desires to 
become a citizen, to make five years’ 
residence in the country a necessary 
condition of citizenship, and to re- 
quire the applicant to prove his good 
moral character and fitness for citizen- 
ship before the proper officer, in the 
presence of some person who represents 
the interests of the United States. 

Another proposition of Mr. Oates’s 
origina! bill is that no ship shall bring 
to the United States more than five 
steerage passengers for every one 
hundred tons of its capacity. Such a 
provision would limit the number of 


.25| passengers of this class on a ship of 


6000 tons burden to 250. This is about 
one-third of the number which it is 
now the custom to bring in sbips of 
that tonn This last provision is 
one of the most radical measures yet 
proposed for the restriction of immi- 
gration. Should it be adopted, it has 
been estimated that in a single year 
the number of immigrants would be 
restricted to the maximum of 100,000, 
no matter to what class the immigrant 
belonged. 

Many of the suggestions of Repre- 
sentative Oates are not new. The sug- 
gestion that the Consul shall obtain the 
prescribed information as to all per- 
sons who intend to emigrate to the 
United States is deemed by many of 
the German-Americans to be scarcely 
practicable One of the propositions 
of Mr. Oates is that the United States 
Government shall have the authority 
to expel from the country, after a pe- 
riod of two years, all immigrants who 
prove themselves to be undesirable as 
citizens. This would include paupers, 
Anarchists, disturbers of the peace and 
worthless persons generally. 

There is a very strong feeling, and a 
growing one,in the United States in 
favor of some restriction of the natu- 
ralization laws. At the same time it is 
avery delicate subject and will need 
most careful handling on the part of 
our legislators to frame a bill which 
will meet the general approval of good 
American citizens.

BERLIN, Jan. 26.—[Copyright, 1889, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Aftes 
discussion in the Reichstag today, the Easf 
Africa Bill was referred to a committee of 
twenty-one members. Under urgency, the 
measure will be reported and read a second 
time on Tuesday. Interest in today’s de- 
bate centered in the speech of Prince Bis- 
marck, which was delivered with unusual 
animation and unmistakable earnestness. 
The Chancellor said he could not undertake 
to be responsible for everything, and that 
something must be left to officials sent 
abroad to settle affairs. ‘Touching the 

uestion of the position we take gtoward 
oreign powers,” he said, “1 can only say 
we have p ed, and shall ever proceed, 
solely in agreement with England, the 
greatest colonial power of the world. 
deny, therefore, emphatically, the sugges- 
tion that we have any intention to proceed 
against the Sultan of Zanzibar in — 
tion to the wishes of England in Zanzibar. 
Also, in Samoa we are in the fullest accord 
with England, and advance hand in hand 
with her. [Cheers.] We are absolutely 
resolved to be one with the Eng- 
lish Government, and to uphold the 
unity we have shared with the English in 
Africa. [Cheers.] The only unpleasant- 
ness that has arisen has been with subordi- 
nate officials, for whom the Government 
neither cares nor will be responsible. It 
has never occurred to us that we should ask 
England for assistance in our.own sphere of 
power. Such a thing is beyond the range 
of possibility. I cannot recognize the ne- 
cessity fur discussion on this bill in com- 
mittee. I could just as well say to the full 
house what I might have to 1 such 
committee. The time gained on this ques- 
tion is not only money, but blood gained. 
Beside, we have no information that could 
be given to a committee about the details of 
our plans, the force to be enrolled and their 
arms and ammunitions, for fear of making 
any foes acquainted with them. The block- 
ade has less of a military than a political 
significance. The chief thing was to prove 
to the natives the unity existing between 
Germany and England, and also to show 
European powers that the concert was com- 
lete. We have concluded no treaties with 
ngland, but can regard her as an old his- 
toric ally, with whom we have been in 
touch for 150 years, even on colonial ques- 
tions.” 
WHY HE CHANGED HIS VIEWS. 

The Chancellor adverted to the criticisms 
of Herr Bamberger, taunting him with a 
change of colonial policy. He read pase 
ae trom speeches made in 1885, and ad- 
mitted that he had departed from the opin- 
ions therein expressed, but his present 
action was dictated solely by immediate 
circumstances. 

“For the sake of 2,000,000 marks,“ he con- 
tinued, “l caunot throw myself against the 
great impulse of the Nation, or offer * 
sition to the will of the whole country. To 
this day I am nota colonial man. I enter- 
tain the greatest apprehension on the sub- 
ject, but have been compelled to yield to 
the general demand ef the Nation. I would 
venture to advise Herr Bamberger to follow 
my example. We cannot look for results 
in three months, no, nor in three years. 
Perhaps 30 years hence people may bitterly 
rue today’s neglect of duty. 1 
tive of empire has struck out a track for 
itself, I will not be the one to throw stones 
in its way.” 

Returning to the bill, he held that it was 
not a question of the East Africa Company, 
but of civilization.

Its generic character 
of course, alluvial, but time beyond 
memory this land east of the Andes 
has known no curse except that of 
man, whose misuse of its offerings has 
brought forth a race whose character, 
until within 10 years, has been that of 
non-producers, hopeful from the efforts 
of every enterprise except their own, 
speculative upon any foreign energy, 
and ready and anxious to enjoy the 
fruits of every industry so long as 
they could profit by either or hold the 
harvest reaped where they had not 
planted, and garnered whence they had 
not sown. 

Let me give some practical illustra- 
tions of values here. I went to visit an 
“estancia’”’ (ranch) of 12 leagues of 
land (a league is nearly 6000 acres). I 
was met at the railway stationon a 
cold winter’s morning in July by a 
four-in-hand. The driver was a peon; 
the vehicle one under which the two 
forward wheels turned easily, and its 
body behind the seats was covered with 
the home-dressed hides of horses, Its 
seats were cushioned with padded horse 
hides, the harnesses were raw horse- 
hide, the whip was braided horsehide, 
and the — was a run; no trotting 
horse is known. Over the pampas, 32 
miles in 100 minutes, the only skill of 
the coachmen called upon was to avoid 
the cattle wallows. It was a pace for 
experience. Arriving at the estancia, 
the horses were brought up all stand- 
ing, the harness dragged off and the 
animals sent adrift on the 18 1 
asked the superintendent of the farm 
what became of those horses. ‘I 
don’t know,“ he replied. ‘What 
are they worth?’ About three 
nationals each.“ (A national is a dollar;

the Argentine Republic last yeur, as 
shown by the rawhides sold in market. 
Horses grow wild, and worse horses it 
is impossible to conceive. A horse is 
cheaper than a coat—I mean a horse 
broken to ride or drive. Beggars (and 
in this country there are many) ride 
from house to house to solicit alms, and 
refuse a horse from an almoner from 
whom they expect a richer gift, for a 
horse is the cheapest thing he can give. 
. Judged by our ideas of economy, this 
all seems mad extravagance. They ex- 
cuse it in ways not satisfactory to me, 
for it is extravagance, say what they 
will.
